meats, eggs, etc. It is secreted by 
small glands all over the wall of 
the stomach. It acts only in an 
acid medium, so that the stomach 
glands also secrete hydrochloric 
acid. 

After the food leaves the stom- 
ach, it is acted on by several di- 
gestive enzymes. Some of these are 
secreted by glands located, like the 
stomach glands; in the wall of the 
intestine. But the most powerful 
digestive juices of all are those sec- 
creted by the pancreas and poured 
into the intestine in its upper part. 
One of the pancreatic enzmes, 
trypsin, is a rapid and powerful 
splitter of the protein foods. An- 
other, lipase, splits fats into sim- 
pler absorbable compounds. The 
third, amylase, resembles the Sali- 
vary secretion, ptyalin, in that it 
breaks down complex starches and 
sugars into sinipler chemical forms. 
The pancreatic secretion mixes wit 
the food, as has been said, at tie 
upper part of the small intestin>. 
There is a long stretch of the small 
intestine, over 20 feet, through 
which the food passes after this 
admixture, becoming more fully 
digested. 

What causes the digestive juices 
to be poured out? It is a very in- 
teresting and pertinent question. 
We know that they are not flowing 
all the time. We know this by ob- 
servation about the saliva, for in- 
stance, At times the mouth is drvr 
—when food is taken into the 


mouth the saliva begins to flow. | 


This is also true of the stomach 
and intestinal juices. They appear 
in the presence of food. Why? 
Pawlow, a Russian physiologist, 
supplied a very interesting part of 
the answer. He showed that the 
digestive juites flow at the sight 
and especially at the smell of food. 
The more appetizing the food, the 
larger the amount of secretion. We 
say the mouth “waters” at the 
sight or smell of something we like 
to eat; this is literally true: the 
mouth does water, and so does the 
stomach. Carlson confirmed Paw- 
low’s experiments, which were 
done on animals, in man. He ob- 
tained a man whose esophagus had 
been burned and who had to have 
an opening made in his stomach by 
@ surgeon, Carlson could. thus 
measure ahe amount. of gastric 
juice secreted under different cir- 
cumstances. When the man smelled 
something he liked to eat, the gas- 
tric juice was poured out in large 
quantities; when something dis- 
gusting or unappetizing was seen or 
smelled, the stomach wall became 
dry. Chewing food of pleasant 
taste also stimulated the flow of 
stomach juices. 

These observations have a decid- 
ed practical import. Other things 
being equal, you will digest more 
of a portion of food which you 
like than of food you do not like. 
You will digest more of food with 
an appetizing smell—more diges- 
tive juices will be poured out. The 
art of the cook enters here. Also, 
for a convalescent or invalid, the 
food that is craved will be more 
completely digested than 
which is disliked, no matter how 
“nourishing” the latter is. 

Absorption: After the food is 
properly prepared, it is absorbed 
into the lymph-vessels antl blood- 
vessels surrounding the wall of the 
small intestine. ‘With the absorp- 
tion of these end products into the 
tissue juices the function of diges- 
tion ceases. 

The chemical changes which oc- 
cur tin the three main foodstuffs— 
carbohydrates, proteins and fats— 
during digestion are well known, 
but their recital !s somewhat too 
complex for a work of this scope. 
Suffice it to say that the process 
fa a continuous’ simplification,

When they reach the final stage, | 


they are absorbed. 
and the starches are absorbed 
through the walls of the intestine 
into a network of small veins which 
ramify over its surface. They 
empty into larger and larger veins 
and are carried at last in the por- 
tai vein to the liver. The liver 
is a large and extremely important 
organ whose work is somewhat in- 
termediate between digestion and 
rfutrition. We shall consider brief- 
ly what we Know of its physiology 
below. Besides the blood-vessels 
there are, however, other absorb- 
ent vessels on the surface of the 
small intestine. hey are white, 
fine threads, which are sometimes 
called lacteals because they are al- 
ways concerned in the absorption 
of milk and because their contents, 
the lymph, has a milky appearance. 
They absorb largely fats; some- 
times the excess of protein. Th2y 
do not empty into the liver, but 
merge together into larger and 
larger lymph trunks until

GREEN TURTLE SOUP. 


WoO pounds of turtle meat or 
T: 2-pound turtle, 2 fine large 

onions, 6 cloves, 1 square inch 
of ham, 6 allspice, 2 cloves of gar- 
lic,. 2 tablespoons of flour. % of 
a sinall lemon, 2 hard-boiled eggs, 
parsicy, thyme, bay leaf, salt, pep- 
per and Cayenne to taste. 


The Creoles pride themselves cn 
their famous ‘“‘Soupe a la Tortue,” 
and justify the saying that only a 
wzood Creole cook knows how to 
make a good turtle soup by the 
fact that epicurearg visitors from 
every country go to New Orleans 
for this dish. 

Following is one of the* simplest 
and best ways of making turtle 
soup—a recipe that may always be 
relied upon and one that has been 
used from generation to generation 
in the most aristocratic Creoie 
families. 

In making turtle soup green tur- 
tle is always the best. Select two 
pounds of turtle meat, or a 2-pound 
turtle, if it is bought whole, This 
will make soup for six persons. 
the turtle is bought whole, first 
cut off the head. To do this prop- 
erly the turtle should be 
with the head down and a very 
sharp knife used so as to cut off 
the head as close to the body as 
possible. To remove the _ shells, 
first separate the upper from the 
lower shell, always being exceed- 
ingly careful to avoid touching the 
gall bladder, which is very large.

will run over the meat and render 
it witerly -nfit for use. Clean the 
turtle and the entrails by washing 
thoroughly in cold water. Put the 
meat and entrails into a saucepan 
and parboil for about 10 minutes. 
Be sure to save the water from this 
boiling. Chop two onions very | 
fine, and cut the ham in very fine 
pieces, cut the turtle meat into 
one-inch pieces, mash the cloves 
and allspice and chop the ‘thyme 
and bay leaf. Brown the onions 
in a tablespoon of butter or lard, 
and add the turtle meat imme- 
diately. Brown together slightly 
and after 10 minutes add _ the 
chopped ham. Let this continue to 
brown and then add the. garlic, 


stand a few minutes, then empiy 
and dry thoroughly inside.

Let 
it continue to cook, and when well 
done—that is, when no blood 
exudes from the turtle after stick- 
ing it with-a fork—pour into the 
tureen. Add the whites and yolks 
of two hard-boiled ‘eggs chopped 
fine, and the soup is ready to 
serve, 


Great care should be taken in 
serving turtle soup. It should be 
borne in mind that boiling the soup 
a second time, or warming it over, 
deprives it of much of its delicious 
flavor. To avoid this, fill two tu- 
reens with boiling water.
